U nger, a thin, bespectacled lawy­ 
er aided in the defense three years 
ago of the 11 convicted Am erican 
Com m unist leaders.

“ I will not allow a Com m unist 
law yer to use this room as a tran s­ 
mission belt.” declared M cCarthy, 
in a loud, angry session that clim ­ 
axed a week of hearings into pos­ 
sible Com m unist infiltration of the 
United Nations,

250 to 278 p art time p hy si­ 
cians, and the equiv alent of 375 
full time nurses to attend the city 's 
l 1 4 million elem entary and high 
school children. 
School health ser­ 
v ices do not offer treatm ent; the 
work is aimed at detecting the 
child in need of care and seeing 
that he receiv es p rop er medical 
attention. 
The sy stem in New York City is 
ty p ical of others ex isting in many 
p arts of the country . In New York, 
all children entering school are re­ 
quired by law to hav e a p hy sical 
ex amination. The p arents are giv ­ 
en a choice of taking the y oungster 
to the family or the school doctor 
so that no one has an ex cuse, finan­ 
cial or otherwise, for not co-op er­ 
ating. 
When

reaches 
six th grade a second ex amination 
is in order and a third checkup Is 
giv en on entering high school.

Fossils 


Fossils are “dated," but not out- 
of-date. Not so p op ular as sty le 
shows or food m arkets, they come 
out of the p rimorndial p ast with 
p resent-day meaning for all who 
hav e ey es to see and ears to hear. 
This 
w riter’s 
interest 
deriv ed 
from a friend of his y outh who had 
a scientific turn of mind, esp ecial­ 
ly in the field of p aleontology , and 
had m ade quite 
a 
collection 
of 
fossils which he p roudly disp lay ed 
to any comer who might show in­ 
terest. 
It was from this man. Bent Jo r­ 
dan by name, that I imbibed a 
sm attering 
of half-baked 
knowl­ 
edge that has 
rem ained 
latent 
through the y ears until it might 
serv e a useful p urp ose in this col­ 
umn. 
Bent p ulled me out .of bed one 
morning at day break for a 20-mile 
driv e, a la horse and buggy , to the 
scene of an outcrop p ing of Up p er 
Silurian limestone, near Waldron, 
Ind., where we would sp end the 
day digging for fossils. 
Gua rded Ag a inst Po a cher» 
We sp ent our time at the base 
of an ov ershadowing 
cliff 
with 
ham m er and chisel and a crowbar 
borrowed 
from 
an 
abandoned 
stone quarry , 
carefully chip p ing 
away the limestone from some em ­ 
bedded Tnlobite to bring it out 
whole-bodied. 
On a hill far away there stood 
like a sentinel a little old soli­ 
tary log cabin which w'as 
sup ­ 
p osed to be inhabited by a recluse 
who m ade her liv ing out of the 
fossils from the fields roundabout 
and from the 
cache 
w’here 
we 
worked, whicTi she zealously guard­ 
ed against all p oachers. 
In the shank of the ev ening we 
were loading up for the return trip 
when this shrew discov ered us and 
cam e down the hill m uttering and 
cursing, leaning heav ily on a long 
p ole for sup p ort. 
As she cam e nearer she p icked 
up the largest stone she could find, 
ev idently intending to hurl it at the 
nearest intruder, who in this case 
was y ours truly . 
At this juncture Bent cam e up 
and countered with, “ Hav e y ou any 
fossils for sale?” With this she 
drop p ed the stone, her anger cool­ 
ed and she led the p rocession up 
the hill to her cabin where we 
bought all the fossils we wanted at 
35-cents a quart. 
Scientifica lly Impo rta nt 
The net results of that ev entful 
day were the discov ery that fos­ 
sils 
are scientifically imp ortant; 
that 
they 
are often 
giv en long 
names, and that their biological 
history goes back in time to the be­ 
ginnings of life on our p lanet. 
Scientists hav e a way of disguis­ 
ing familiar objects by giv ing them 
high-sounding names. 
One scien­ 
tist gav e his wife a scientific name. 
He called her “ Eurap ta Interrup - 


Bill Ny e said a friend sent him 
a fossil by mail, but 
the 
nam e 
cam e bv ex p ress. It might ha v e 
been 
“ F.ucalv p to-crinus 
crassu* 
constrietus." 
Fossil* are the somatic remain* 


of the denizens of the deep who 
v ast aeons ago were caught in a 
trap when the m auntains and th« 
seas decided to swap p laces. In 
the up heav al they were carried o ut 
of the aby ss to the up land where 
they p etrified and still rem ain as 
a p art of the ea rth ’s crust. 
The law of the jungle p rev ailed 
in the subterranean dep ths, as ex ­ 
p ressed in this bit of doggerel of 
unknown origin: 


All little hug s ha v e big g er bug s 
Tha t jump o n > m a nd bite ’em. 
And these big bug s still big g er 
bug s 
And so a d infinitum. 


The sam e v ogue has come down 
millions of y ears to our modern 
secular society , ex p ressed in the 
p agan m ax im : “ They shall get who 
hav e the p ower, and they shall 
keep who can.’’ 
If it could hav e bren known in 
adv ance that the p riv ate liv es nf 
these sea m arauders would b< ex ­ 
p osed to this 
distant 
generation 
they would hav e been more care­ 
ful of their ethical behav ior, just 
as we mortals would better be in 
the light of p ossible future ev ent­ 
ualities. 
So me Peo ple Fo ssilized 
Desp ite the fact that fossils are 
outdated, ev ery community has its 
share of p eop le who are fossilized 
from the shoulders up . This refer­ 
ence is not p ersonal; p resent com­ 
p any is alway s ex cep ted. 
We are not in danger of being 
s w a l l o w e d up by any seismic up ­ 
heav al. but we all need to be alert­ 
ed to imp ercep tible gradual p ro­ 
cesses of fossilization. 
Among the signs of their ap ­ 
p roach may be nam ed: stereoty p ed 
thinking, fogy ism, mental laziness, 
quitting, failing to 
hitch 
oneself 
with all the corners of the earth 
with interests deep and ex citing. 
One should nev er allow himself 
to be ensmalled by his env iron­ 
ment. If one is born a man he 
should nev er die a grocer, and 
nothing more. 
If one is a p reacher he should 
nev er allow it to be inscribed on 
his tombstone.

A wing, many will learn with a 
start, is not something attached 
to the fuselage to sup p ort the en­ 
gines and p rov ide lift. A wing, the 
Air Force ex p lains with the lucidity 
that can only em it from the Pen­ 
tagon, is the fourth largest group ­ 
ing of aircraft. 
First there is a flight of p lanes, 
meaning “ two or more elements." 
After that comes a squadron, “ two 
or more flights or an adm inistra­ 
tiv e unit p erforming a single basic 
function, such as a combat squad­ 
ron or m aintenance squadron. 
Then a 
group , which is com­ 
p rised of two or more squadrons. 
A wing, which follows in the order 
of eminence, is a “ unit which i* 
self-sufficient and cap able of sus­ 
tained 
efficient 
op eration." 
But 
the number of aircraft may range 
from 
75 
fighter* 
to 
35 
heav y 
bomber*. 
A div ision consists of two or 
m ore wings. And at the top is ari 
air force, numbered. With ringing 
clarity , the Pentagon say s “ the 
numbered air force is a flex ible 
organization of v ary ing size.” 
Any way , we’re still striv ing for 
120 wings. The best minds in the 
Air Force chose 143 wings as the 
lenst number that could insure the 
security of the United States. But 
Congress rut the ap p rop riation to 
the bone, the Air Force settled for 
120 wings, and is still a dozen or 
more short. But just what is a 
wmg?

# 


Many 
communities 
have 
well 
established 
school 
health 
pro­ 
grams. 
New York City, for exam ­ 
ple, hires four full time pediatri­ 
cians, 250 to 278 part time physi­ 
cians. and the equivalent of 375 
full time nurses to attend the city's 
l'< million elementary and high 
school children. School health ser­ 
vices do not offer treatm ent; the 
work is aimed at detecting the 
child in need of care and seeing 
that he receives proper medical 
attention. 
The system in New York City is 
typical of others existing in many 
parts of the country. In New York, 
all children entering school are re­ 
quired by law to have a physical 
examination. The parents are giv­ 
en a choice of taking the youngster 
to the family or the school doctor 
so that no one has an excuse, finan­ 
cial or otherwise, for 'lot co-oDer­ 
at mg. 
When 
the child 
reaches 
sixth grade a second examination 
is in order and a third checkup Is 
given on entering high school. 


But physical examination is only 
part 
of 
school 
health 
services. 
Children who appear to be ill or 
who state they are not feeling well 
are sent to the nurse bv the teach­ 
er. 
This is one of the most time 
consuming features of the lob be­ 
cause every year there are about 
500 OOO

inspections

children with suspected illnesses.

It is th e belief of this group th a t R ichard did n o t 
send his nephew s, w ho .stood between him and th e 
th ro n e, to be m urdered in th e Tower, but th a t H enry 
VII. victor a t Bosworth, did, and blam ed it on dead 
R ichard of the crooked back. This has th e a p p e a r­ 
ance of applying a coat of w hitew ash to the m a n 
accounted the wickedest am ong several wicked English 
king.', including th a t truly great m onarch, but serlal- 
polygam ist, H enry VHI.

Fossils are the somatic remains 


of the denizens of the deep who 
vast aeons ago were caught in a 
trap when the mauntmns and tha 
seas decided to swap places. In 
the upheaval they were carried out 
of the abyss to the upland where 
they petrified and still rem ain as 
a part of the ea rth ’s crust. 
The law of the jungle prevailed 
in the subterranean depths, as ex­ 
pressed in this bit of doggerel of 
unknown origin: 


All little hugs have bigger hugs

A division consists of two or 
more wings. Arid at the top is an 
air force, numbered.
